The Practical Nursing Program prepares the individual to assist in providing general nursing care 
requiring basic knowledge of the biological, physical, behavioral, psychological, and sociological sciences; and 
of nursing procedures which do not require the skills, judgment, and knowledge required of a registered 
nurse. This care is performed under the direction of a registered nurse, advanced practice registered nurse 
(APRN), licensed physician, or dentist. 


Graduates of the Practical Nursing program will be awarded the Certificate of Practical Nursing and may 
apply to the Mississippi Board of Nursing to take the National Council Licensure Examination PN (NCLEX- 
PN®) for licensure. 

Successful completion of any semester of study must include 80% mastery of each subject in order to 
progress to the next semester. In addition, graduation requirements include completion of the prescribed clock 
hours for the program as mandated by the Mississippi Board of Nursing. Legal limitations for licensure are 
mandated by the Mississippi Board of Nursing. For re-admission to the Practical Nursing Program, please refer to 
the Practical Nursing Handbook or the web page. 


Assistance with math and/or reading will be available on a co-curricular basis to certificate-seeking students who lack entry-level skills 
in math and/ or reading. 


Enrollment in a minimum of 15 hours each semester is recommended for eligibility for state aid, institutional scholarships, and the 
tuition break.
